Mayor Sims Wednesday named 
an exceptionally strong commission 
to prepare all the plans for, the pro- 
posed Peachtree creek memorial 
park. 

The naming of former Governor 


Smith to chairmanship of that com- 
mission will be pleasing to every- 
one. 

Senator Smith long served his 
state in public life, and before his 
election to high office served the 
nation as sécretary of the interior 
during the second Cleveland admin- 
istration. In that position he was 
the administrator of the nation’s 
‘public domains, including its great 
national parks. It is fitting that 
he should be chosen the head 
of the commission to plan and build 
a great memorial park in Atlanta, 
his home city. It is‘ gratifying that 
Senator Smith should give of his 
time in this great unselfish move- 
ment that will mean so much to the 
city. 

The commission was provided for 
in the resolution unanimously 
passed by council Monday approv- 
ing of the park proposal, and sug- 
gesting further that a golf course 
be established on the city’s prop- 
erty to be named in honor of Bobby 
Jones. 

The park will be 2 memorial to 
the battle of Peachtree Creek, one 
of the most historic of the civil war. 

The movement meets universal 
approval. Nothing should interfere 
with its speedy consummation in 
the fullness of a rare opportunity. 


EUGENE R. BLACK NAMED. 


The appointment of Eugene R. 
Black to the vacancy on the city 
bond commission caused by the res- 
ignation of William Candler will re- 
ceive universal approval. 

No citizen of Atlanta commands 
the confidence of all the people to 
a greater degree, nor is there one 
more unselfishly useful in every 
worth-while movement. 

The city bond commission will 
administer the expenditure’ of 
$8,000,000 in public improve- 
ments, including the building of two 
viaducts, sewerage and water ex- 
tensions, the construction of more 
school plants, a city hall, etc. 

The people want to know that 
business men of outstanding quali- 
fications and integrity represent 
them in-such matters. The present 
commission is a guarantee, in per- 
sonnel and organization, that the 
funds will be properly handled, and 
that the work will progress along 
sound economic lines.

He is president of one of 
the city’s largest banking institu- 
tions, and a lawyer of wide expe- 
rience. He has been active in civic 
work, headed the Community Chest 
movement for several years, and 
enjoys the confidence and esteem 
of everyone. 


SAFETY CAMPAIGNS. 


The Atlanta Safety council has 
inaugurated a vigorous campaign, 
which will be continued throughout 
the week, to induce motor drivers 
to drive cautiously and to induce 
pedestrians to obey the signals and 
stop jay-walking. It is fundamentally 
a safe drivers’ campaign, and not 
only impresses care and thoughtful- 
ness on the part of both drivers and 
pedestrians, and a strict obedience 
of traffic laws by all, but urges also 
thorough cooperation that the 
streets may be made safe, and the 
lives and limbs of people may be 
spared. 

It is an immensely important 
campaign, and ought to command 
the thought of every citizen. There 
have been 30 lives sacrificed to traf- 
fic accidents since January 1, 1926. 
This is infinitely worse than war. 
During the-months of the active 
participation of the Americans on 
the French front no such casualty 
records were made to bring sorrow 
to the homes of Atlanta: people.

To the traveler aceustomed to have 
dealings with the American customs 
lofficials the. process of getting bag- 
gage through the customs in France is 
a revelation. If trunks are checked 
through to Paris all the traveler need 
do is to hand over his baggage checks 
and his keys to the porter of the hotel 
where he is staying, and at the cost of 
a few francs the whole thing is done 
by the hotel representative. The lat- 
ter, having done the job so many 
times is well known to the customs 
‘offici.ls and usually experiences no 
difficulty whatever in getting the 
'things through without examination. 
Some foreigners, priding themselves 
on their knowledge of French and 
with an inborn distrust of all nationali- 
ties other:than their own, make a 
point of attending to such things pér- 
sonally, bu: it doesn’t pay; it takes 
longer and involves a great deal of 
talk and gesticulation which is most 
tiring after a long journey ‘in a 
| French. train. 
s . 


The Paris railway stations are a 
nightmare. There are a great many 
of them, and some are a considerable 
distance from the center of the city, 
so that catching a train becomes a 
hazardous experience. Tiley are in- 
variably crammed full of humanity, 
stiflingly hot in summer and icy cold 
in winter. There is no information 
desk and even the porters appear to 
be extremely doubtful as to the num- 
ber of the track from which any one 
train leaves, the time of starting or 
in fact any other relative information.

THE BURNING OF THE BOOKS. 


In newspaper copy of a radio health 
talk delivered by a Miss Margery | 
Quigley, former president of the New 
York Library association, under the 
auspices of the New York state health 
department, I find this excellent sug- 
gestion: 

“Some well meaning friend suggests 
a food fad or urges you to take up 
this or that method of training your 
nerves or your liver or some other 
part of your body. Don't take this 
kind of advice ofthand. Your doctor 
or your library will tell you whether 
such methods fall under the designa- 
tion of quackery or not. Libraries 
can’t afford to spend money for books 
unless they are recognized by the best 
authorities. There are.many excellent 
books on all phases of the health 
question. Your librarian will help 
you to select them.” 

Yet a good deal of the pseudo scien- 
tifie “literature” of modern quackery 
may be found in the average public 
library, and a great many public li- 
braries do not have the best con- 
temporary health literature when one 
asks for it. However, the suggestion 
is a good one. You are as Hkely to 
find real help in the public library as 
you are to get it from your doctor if 
you seek such advice from _ him. 
There are a great many good physi- 
informed about 
such literature and cannot advise or 


can. . 

Another paragraph in Miss Quig- 
ley’s radio talk is not so good.

deserve no such fate: 


with which you or some member of 
your family is affected is infectious 
and your household is under quar- 
antine, 
books under such . conditions, but 
many libraries, if informed of the 
circumstances, will make up packages 
of books or magazines which may be 
burned after use. The smaller the 
library, the more neighborly and un- 
usual the service is likely to be.” 
Officially—and we must bear in 
mind that our sanitary or health au- 
thorities are generally hidebound, jll- 
educated politicians, at least such in- 
competents have a decisive voice in 
formulating the sanitary regulations 
—officially the library doesn’t lend 
books to people isolated with infec- 
tious disease, but practically the pub- 
lie library books which you and I are 
glad to borrow are constantly loaned 
to people who have such infectious 
disease and, what is more to the 
point, this is absolutely safe. so far 
as the evidence shows. That is, there 
isn’t the slightest reason to imagine 
that any such disease is ever eon- 
veyed by books. To burn books which 
have been used by a person ill of 
such disease is a disgrace, It goes to 
show that ignorance and superstition 
‘ill weigh more than knowledge and 
science in library practice. Of course 
if the old fogy health officer orders 
the books burned the library folk 
must obey, but they should at least 
make some kind of protest against 
the criminal destsiction of property. 
I wonder whether the publishing in- 
terest exerts an influence to keep 
such a disgraceful regulation in force? 
There is a similar regulation in some

‘Bank Failures No Deterrent 


T oBusiness ThroughGeorgta

When the closing of the doors of a 
great many banks was announced dur- 
ing the middle of last month the busi- 
ness world was shocked and general 
business slowed up for a day or two, 
but when the exact situation was bet- 
ter understood the wheels of Lusiness 
began to revolve with increased mo- 
tion. 

Everyone will agree that a bank 
failure is a bad thing at any time 
or place and when scores of them in 
Georgia and Florida ceased to func- 
tion as banks there was no telling at 
first how harmful the effect would be 
in the state at large. 

With the idea of rendering its read- 
ers greater possible service the mem- 
bers of the business review depart- 
ment have consulted more than 90 
leading business men or their travel- 
ing representatives during the past 
two weeks and the general verdict is 
that while many small depositors have 
lost or had their money temporarily 
tied up and this is a severe hardship 
for them, no great sums have been 
lost 'y many firms or business men 
that would have the effect of seriously 
retarding business over any consider- 
able area. 

The failure of a bank at any time 
of the year is a bad thing for every- 
body in its community, but if these 
banks had to close their doors they 
neyer could have done it at a better 
time of the year for the great majority 
of their depositors and the state at 
large than the time they did, for not

Mussolini gave the populace an old 
Roman holiday yesterday, including a 
public showing of movies featuring the 
Norge’s flight, at the commemoration 
of the return of Major General Um- 
berto Nobile, who, Premier Mussolini: 
told the 20,000 who packed the square 
in front of the Chigi Palace baleony, 
succeeded in an attempt which never 
before has been made by human au- 
dacity, although (in allusion to the 
Elisworth controversy) they tried 
plainly to steal his glory.” 

At Premier Mussolini's official pres- 
entation of General Nobile to the 
Roman populace, films of the voyage 
of the Norge, from the time it leit 
Rome until its landing in Alaska, 
were shown, which caused an observ- 
er of the ceremony and movie to com- 
ment, “I thought Captain Amundsen 
had something to do with this trip. 

Signor Mussolini did not conceal 
that the bulk of the credit belonged 
to General Nobile. 

“In vain did others try to steal the 
glory of Major General Nobile and 
change the proportion of. credit for 
events without parallel in world his- 
tory,” Mussolini declared. “But I 
want to say in a voice of thunder, 
Italy, it was you who were responsible 
for the glory and it was you who 
pushed and helped him obtain his ob- 
jective. : 

“Even when with traditional Roman 
justice, we give credit where credit 
is duc, the triumph in fact is yours.

Detroit, August 4.—After 25 days 
of fasting before meager audiences,”

“But I am going to keep on five 
days more,” she said. “I don’t want 
the public to think I am a quitter.” 
An announcement was made earlier 
today that the-show would be moved 
into a vacant store building to save |. 
the expense of renting the entire new 
Detroit theater but this plan was} 
abandoned. 

A condition of acidosis which de- 
veloped a week ago prompted. her 
physician to advise a discontinuance 
of the fast but Mrs. Scott disre- 
garded his orders and submitted to 
treatments in order that she might 
carry on. Her weight has fallen off 
nearly one pound a day. Weighing 
120 pounds when she started the 
fast, she tipped the: scales at only a 
fraction above 97 pounds tonight.
